The vote on the Saxton ballot reform 
bill in the New York assembly was 72 for 
and 51 against it. and of those for it all 
were republicans but four, while those 
against it all were democrats.

Bat 
while we are authorized by the resole 
women, * tion to determine the matter, we have 
felt that all things considered, it will be 
better to report our conclusions to the 
board for approval, or dieproval, as yoQ 
shall determine. Oar objeot has been to 
arrive at some method. 
(1.) That shall give the graduating 
olass as mach time as possible for sohool 
room work, 
(2.) That shall shorten the graduating 
exercises, which have heretofore been 
treasonably long; 
(8.) That shall introduce, to a degree, 
the merit system, and at the same time 
give the olass the privilege of selecting 
its representatives: 
(4) To establish a precedent whioh 
may be safely followed hereafter, having 
in view the beet interests of the pablio 
sohool system in this city.

IV a siiix g to n . April 8.—In the Senate 
the House amendment to the Joint reso­ 
lution for the fomoval of the naval maga­ 
zines from Ellis Island, N. Y., was con­ 
curred in. 
Mr. Evarts presented resolutions of the 
ISow York Chamber of Commerce, pro­ 
testing against tho pending hill for a 
census enumeration of the Chinese as 
absurd, barbarous, unchristian and cow­ 
ardly, and a memorial on the same sub­ 
ject from the American Missionary as­ 
sociation was presented by Mr. Davis. 
Mr. Platt presented a memorial for 
tho admission of New Mexico as a State, 
but without committing himself, ho said, 
to the views set forth in it. 
Among the bills reported from commit­ 
tees and placed on the calendar was the 
following: House bili to amend the home­ 
stead laws in regard to the manner of 
applications and to fees; Senate bills for 
public buildings at Kansas City (5200,- 
000), Grand Haven. Mich. (5160,000),and 
Mansfield, Ohio (5100,000). 
Tho bill to allow the erection of a 
bridge across the Iowa river at Wapello, 
Iowa, was reported and passed with an 
amendment in the way of a substitute. 
The Montana election case was then 
taken up, and Mr. Vance, a member of 
the committee on privileges and elec­ 
tions, made an argument in support of 
tho minority report, declaring Clark 
and Maginnis (the Democratic claim­ 
ants) entitled to tho seats.

W a s h in g t o n , April 
8 .— Mr. Morrill, 
of Kansas, moved to suspend the rules 
aud pass (with a substitute) Senate bill 
granting pensions to soldiers and sailors 
who are incapacitated from the perform­ 
ance of labor, aud providing for pensions 
to minor children and dependent par­ 
ents. 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois,‘demanded a 
second and the motion was seconded— 
128 to 57. 
Mr. Morrill briefly explained that the 
substitute provided a service pension of 
88 a month to soldiers who have readied 
the age of 62 years or who are depend­ 
ent. 
He thought the same principles 
which had been applied to the veteraus 
of the war of 1812 and the war with 
Mexico should be applied to the veterans 
of the war of 1861. 
Tho Democrats opposed the motion on 
the ground that the consideration of the 
bill in this manner gave but limited op­ 
portunity for debato 
and 
shut out 
amendments. They declared that this 
bill was a violation of tho Republican 
pledge to give tho soldiers a service pen­ 
sion. The motion to suspend the rules 
and pass the bill was finally lost—yeas, 
169; nays, 87; not the necessary two- 
thirds in the affirmative. 
The following bills were passed under 
suspension of the rules: Senate bill ap­ 
propriating 515,000 to build an addition 
to the public building 
at Houston, 
T e x a s; Senate bill for a public building 
at Salina, Kan., at a cost of 875,000; to 
establish two additional land districts In 
Nebraska; for tho relief of Asa Ellis, 
collector of internal revenue for tho 
First collection district of California.

Jerry Murphy Makes an Argument In Favor 
*'*^9 of the (Hennepin 
Canal. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 8.—An extended 
and forcible argument in favor of a 
government appropriation for the build­ 
ing of the Hennepin canal was made be­ 
fore the river and harbor committee of 
of the House by Jerry H. Murphy, the 
Iqpg-timo 
advocate 
of the project. 
Nearly all of the Illinois congressmen 
and kmany other western congressmen 
were present. 
Mr. Murphy reviewed the steps here­ 
tofore taken in tho efforts to establish 
this great project, and set forth the 
overwhelming 
indorsement 
of 
the 
enterprise 
by statesmen, legislative 
bodies, conventions, and others since 
1845, when John C. Calhoun,*“ that strict 
constructionist,” presided over a conven­ 
tion at 
Memphis which adopted 
a 
resolution declaring that the project of 
connecting the Mississippi river with 
the lakes of the north by a canal, and 
thus with the Atlantic ocean, was a 
measure worthy of the consideration of 
Congress. 
He submitted many figures to show 
that the United States had done less to 
improve her waterways in the interest 
of commerce than England, France, 
Russia, Germany, Holland, Sweden, or 
Austria. The importance of the Henne­ 
pin canal for defensive purposes in time 
of w’ar was also elaborately set forth. 
Speaking of what the canal would do for 
agriculture and commerce, Mr. Murphy 
said: 
‘I make the statement, and challenge 
investigation, that if the government, 
through its representatives, will do its 
duty and construct this canal there will 
be a saving of at least 4 cents per bushel 
over present railroad rates now charged 
from tho 
Mississippi 
river 
to the 
lakes. 
And tho saving of 4 cents per 
bushel on the surplus grain of Illinois, 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin will amount annually to 
820,884,070, enough to build this canal 
three times, and not Including in this 
estimate other products of tho Western 
toilers that would amount to millions 
more.”

C hicago, April 8.—Developments I 
the Newland poisoning case serve only 
to deepen the mystery surrouu I rig tho 
whole affair. 
Insanity with all its cun­ 
ning or tho most brazen impudence and 
a positive genius for lying can alone ac­ 
count for the extraordinary behavior of 
the suDposed Lucretla, Mamie Starr, 
who is now under arrest charged with 
the double murder. 
The woman's latest explanation, the 
most sensational yet advanced, Is that 
she bought the “rough on rats" at tiio 
drug store, intending to kill herself, and 
afterward threw it away without once 
opening the box. 
When Chief Marsh and his assistants 
locked the girl up in the armory late 
Saturday night she had positively denied 
ail connection whatever with the poison­ 
ing. 
More singular than this, she had 
denied that she was ever at the Anchor­ 
age mission at the r< sidence of the New­ 
land* in Hyde Park, and maintained, iii 
spite of the fact that a dozen persons 
identified her. that lier sister must havo 
been tho girl who prepared tile fatal 
dish. 
When the person whom she claimed 
was her sifter was brought to the sta­ 
tion it was found they were no relation 
to each other. 
Then the girl was fur­ 
ther questioned by the chief. 
“ Mamie,” commenced the chief, “ why 
did you tell me you were not in that 
drug store?” 
“Surely I never said nothing of that 
kind,” said the girl and lier eyes rolled 
wildly. 
“Of course I was iii the drug 
store. 
I went there and bought the box 
of poison. 
I paid 15 cents for it and IO 
cents for some gum. 
I had just a quar­ 
ter.” 
“You told us last night that you had 
never been in Hyde Park in your life, 
that you had never seen the Newlands, 
that you were never in the Anchorage 
mission, and a dozen other things.” 
“ Impossible! You must have misun­ 
derstood me. 
Of course I was in Hyde 
Park. 
I ll tell you just how it was. 
I 
was very despondent and didn't want to 
live any longer. Yon know I have often 
been despondent and once tried to kill 
myself in Chicago two years ago. 
So I 
went to the store for the poison and 
thought I would take It w’hile the family 
.were asleep that night. 
I hid tho stuff 
while I cooked supper. 
I cooked the 
corn and I am sure there couldn’t have 
been any poison in it, but it was wrong 
somehow, for I took a taste of it myself 
and was 
dreadfully 
sick afterward. 
When all the family began to get sick I 
was dreadfully seared and thought the 
best thing I could do would be to get out. 
I I took the box of poison and rolled it up 
in my apron and then went away. 
I was 
very much excited at tho time, but I re­ 
member that I threw both apron and 
poison away. 
I wrapped them up tight 
and threw the package over a fence. 
I 
am sure I don’t know just where it was, 
but probably I could find it if I half a 
chance.” 
“This is an altogether different story 
from the one you told \esterday,” re 
marked Inspector Hunt. 
“Oh, no,” responded tile girl, and the 
samo crazy gleam was in her eyes. 
“That is just exactly what I said yester­ 
day. 
By the way, do you know I can’t 
find my umbrella anywhere. 
I wonder 
where It is?” 
After this the woman's talk appeared 
to be rambling. 
Tho polico were in 
doubt whether this apparent insanity 
was feigned or real. 
Deputy Coroner Severson has sworn in 
a jury to determine the cause of death of 
Mr. and Mrs. Newland. 
Owing to the 
incompleteness of the police investiga­ 
tion the inquest was postponed until 
April 17. 
An analysis of the corn which 
it is thought may have contained arsenic 
and the examination of the victims' 
stomachs will have been made bv that 
date. 
Chief Marsh and Detectives Ben­ 
iamin Williams and Trehorn. Inspector 
Hunt, and other police officials are en­ 
gaged in looking up evidence in the vi- 
inity of the tragedy. 
The two surviving persons of the New­ 
land family are recovering and will be 
out in a few days. 


Mr. Clarkson is tired of the place and 
its drudgery.

The biscuits were offered in evidence 
and tho prosecution had proved by expert 
testimony that they contained poison. 
Mr. Van Arman, however, claimed that 
the food did not contain a poisonous 
drug, and during his speech for his cli­ 
ent ho grabbed up threo or four of tho 
biscuits and devoured them in tile pres­ 
ence of the jury almost before the court 
or State's Attorney knew what was go­ 
ing on. 
Mr. Van Arman, after eating the al­ 
leged poisoned food,continued his speech 
for an hour, and. as he showed no ill 
effects from ills daring move, the jury 
concluded that the expert wetnesses 
were in error, and Van Arman's client 
w*as freed.
